ILLIAM JENNINGS BRYAN, Secretary 
W: State, looks just. like what he is, a 
prosperous, professional man. The re- 
sponsibilities of his high office have added dig- 
nity to his strength: Cautious he always was, 
but now he cloaks himself in a mantle of re- 
serve which he had no occasion to wear when a 
candidate for office, or as an orator on the 
stump. For years, by patient labor and despite 
discouragement, .he led his followers into un- 
trodden paths and conjured up new—some people 
think, better—forms of political life; today the 
sobering effect of great authority is making it- 
self felt and Bryan satisfies himself that the 
policies and the reforms he advocates are prac 
tical as well as beneficial and will work for the 

greatest good of the greatest number. 

Versatility, accuracy, executive ability and 
commanding power are the traits which most im- 
press one when facing the rather heavy, middle- 
aged man who, thrice an unsuccessful candidate 
for the presidency, now first takes office as the 
senior member of President Wilson’s Cabinet. 
His bearing is that of a leader of men. 

The face, somewhat angular yet full is a very 
human and attractive face. The cheek bones 
are still prominent, albeit the cheeks are heavy. 
‘The forehead is square, A deep line cleaves the 
eyebrows and two other lines diverge to right 
and left of his nostrils. The top of his head 
is almost bald, but a wealth of locks, once raven, 
now turning to an iron gray, still forms a halo 
around that, when all is said, is a very noble 
head. 

The lips are thin, the mouth tight closed. Large 
ears, a prominent nose and u% generous mouth, 
add to the character of unusual strength. But, 
the impression made by Mr. Bryan’s appearance

His Advent Marks an Epoch in 
> Our International Relations 
IS advent in the State Department marks 
oad the beginning of a new era in the inter- 
national relations of the United States, 
because his conception of the uses of diplqmacy 
is radically different. from that which for the 
past 16 years has directed this country’s foreign 
policy. Mr. Bryan had been discussing with me 
what is known as “Dollar Diplomacy” and its ef- 
fects. There was nothing of the emotional ora- 
tor about him. His talk was as calmly reasoned 
as a court decision, but it radiatel heartfelt 
faith in the American people, in their principles, 
their morality and their form of Government. 
He was rugged, brave, studious and sincere. He 


epitomized all our talk in one of those short, 
expressive sentences he is so fond of using when 


he said: 


“The preceding administration attemptes to 
till the field of foreign investment with a pen 
knife; President Wilson intends to cultivate it 
with a spade.” 

We were traveling together from Washington 
to Philadelphia, the drawing room car was close 
and stuffy, and before he settled down to express 
his views Mr. Bryan threw off his well-tailored 
frock coat, tucked a big white- handkerchief in- 
side his collar and, after making himself thor- 
oughly comfortable, began speaking in a very 
even voice, the rich fullness of which added to 
the charm of his delightfully melodious English. 

“Dotlar diplomacy,” he said, “is a phrase coined 
to describe a policy of government under which 
the State Department has been used to coerce 
smalier*nations into recognizing claims of Amert- 
can Citizene which did not rest upon a legitimate 
basis, claims that either were founded injus- 
tree or which were eraggerated until they repre- 
sented an unfair demand.

“If, for instance, an American corporation, or 
an American promoter, goes into a country await- 
ing development and obtains a concession or 
makes a contract, questions may arise—they ac- 
tually have arisen—as to the performance of the 
contract by the American corporation. The cor- 
poration, when its rights are affected, turns to 
the State Department for’ assistance, and it is 
proper that the State Department should render 
such assistance as‘can be legitimately rendered.”

RYAN, who makes very few gestures in 

B speaking, gave a little pul] to his white 

shirt sleeve and looked for a moment at 

the old-fashioned flat cuff button he was wearing. 
Then he went on: 

“Everything depends upon the definition of the 
word ‘legitimate.’ Some of the American promo- 
ters have acted upon the supposition that ‘a gun- 
boat goes with each bond,’ to quote language that 
has been actually employed. They demand of the 
Government that the diplomatic representative of 
the United States accredité@ to the country they 
are interested {n shall require that country to 
meet any and every demand that the promoting 
company may make, and some seem to think it 
right that these demands be supported without 
regard to their character—unjust ones as wel] as 
just ones. 

“Sometimes the contract entered into between 
the Latin-American and the American promoter 
provides for the arbitration of controversies, the 
President of the United States to appoint the 
American representatiev on the Arbitration 
Board. 

“It has even been the opinion of some—trained 
to the ways of dollar diplomacy—that this Amert- 
can representative should te not a judical officer, 
but the special representative of the corporation 
engaged in the centroversy. The corporation has 
even been allowed to name ‘the American arbiter 
and the Government has been expected to support 
him and his findings just as if he were represent- 
ing the honor of the nation instead of the inter- 
ests of the corporation,” 

There was @ shade of indignation in Mr. 
Bryan’s voice as hé spoke, and it was plain that 
he would never for a moment consider the plac- 
ing of his country’s interest before its honor. His 
manliness is attractive. He is a man of medium 
height and splendid physique, graceful and snap- 
py in poise and gesture. With a simple dig- 
nity worthy of a great Statesman, he continued 
to outline the future policy of the administra- 
tion. He said: 

“The change that has taken place in the con- 
ception of the nation’s obligation in such mat- 
ters was clearly set forth in the President’s ad- 
mirable statement on the Chinese loan. The pre- 
ceding administration, acting | in perfect good 
faith and in accordance with the former Presi- 
dent's ideas of American interests, asked a group 
of American bankers to join similar groups in 
five other countries and negotiate a loan to the 
Chinese Government. The American group was 
to have'a monopoly of this nation’s part in the 
loan, not only a monopoly of the nation’s part 
iu the present, but a preference in certain loans 
contemplated in the future. 

“The American group joined with the groups 
in the other countries to arrange the details of 
the loan, one of the details being a provision for 
the appointment of foreigners to supervise the 
collection of certain custom duties as a matter of 
security, ‘ 

“President Wilson, after a careful investigation 
of the subject, and after the American bankers 
had had a hearing, refused to renew the request, 
setting forth his reasons therefor. While the 
statement related but to this Chinese loan. the 
reasons given for a reversal of the policy of this 
country on the subject applied and apply to the 
entire subject Of diplomacy as it relates to Amer- 
ican investments abroad, and marks an era.”

“The President believes—and what disinter- 
ested citizen does not?—that this nation’s obliga- 
tion to urge fairness on the part Of Americans 
dealing with foreigners is as binding ag tts obliga 
tion to ask fairness on the part of foreigners 
dealing with Americans.” 

And then, a somewhat stern expression in his 
dark eyes, he looked me full in the face and, 
raising his voice gradually until it swelled into 
an organ-toned tumult of sound, declared: 

“The change that has taken place cannot hon- 
eetly be regarded as the inauguration of a new 
diplomacy; it is simply a return to the diplomacy 
of earlier years. 

“It is the application of common sense, of 
common honesty and of plain everyday morality 
to our international affairs. It is a recognition 
of that sound philosophy which teaches that na- 
tional ethics cannot differ from individual ethics. 
“President Wilson believes, and I believe, that 
there are no moral principles binding upon an in- 
dividual that are not binding upon a nation. The 
attempt to formulate a moral code for nations 
different from that which governs us as tndivid- 
uals is the fruitful cause of much of the injus- 
tice of that strong’ nations attempt to perpetuate 
upon weak ones. 

“The Golden Rule is just as useful in interna- 
tional affairs as it is among neighbors, and it is 
just as dangerous to ignore it.” 

Resuming his argument, Mr. Bryan continued: 
“In a suit between two individuals in this coun- 
try we are careful to insist upon the impartiality 
of the judge and jury. Any suitor can disqualify 
a judge if he can show.that the judge is interest- 
ed, either pecuniarily or because of relations 
which would bias him. We carefully exclude 
from a jury every person who for any reason. can 
be suspected of partiality to either litigant. 

“Ig there any good reason why we should be 
less insistent in our demand for fairness when 
the United States engages in a controversy with 
a foreign government over the claims of one of 
its citizens? Can we in good conscience ask that 
any other nation shall consent to arbitration bde- 
fore a board if the American representative is 
tainted with an interest or biased in favor of a 
party to the suit? Does not our country’s sense 
of honor require that it representative shall be 
above suspicion? 


Dollar Diplomacy Repudiation of 


Fundamental Principles of Morality 


qs Do: diplomacy was a repudiation of 

the fundamental principles of morality 

as universally understood and accepted, 
and it offended that sense of justice which ig 
equally universal. THE POLICY INAUGURAT- 
ED BY PRESIDENT WILSON SEEKS TO 
BRING INTERNATIONAL, DEALING INTO

“What effect will this have on American busi- 
ness investments abroad?” I asked. There was 
confidence in Mr. Bryan's voice as he replied: | 

“T have no doubt that the effect will be most 
beneficial. To doubt it would be to distrust the 
economic value of righteousness. 

“Justice is to the economic world what the law 
of gravitation is to the material world, and the 
suspension of justice is as disastrous as would be 
the suspension of the natural law that draws each 
particle of matter on the earth's surface toward 
the center of it. . 

“The attempt to enforce the claims of Amer- 
icans by methods repugnant alike to conscience 
and to established usage has always resulted and 
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our trade relations and diminishes that oppor- 
tunity. 

“When the people of other countries under- 
stand that the United States will investigate 
claims before it puts Its moral force behind them, 
and that when it does approve a claim it will sup- 
port that claim only by methods consistent with 
the nation’s honor and the traditions of fair 
dealing—when the people of all other nations 
understand this, they will welcome American 
capital and American capitalists. 

“Many rich fields are awaiting development— 
the development: of Centrel and South America 
is still in its infancy—and our nation is the 
nation to which our sister republics to the south 
of the United States naturally look for such as- 
sistance as they need. They followed our example 
in winning their independence, with a gallantry 
no less than that of our own heroes, they model- 
ed their constitutions after ours; their scool 
systems are increasingly borrowing from ours, 
they are sending to us:for instructors and for 
experts in various lines of material development. 
Why should they not be encouraged to avail 
themselves of our rich. experience, of .ocur-~ ad- 
vanced system of instruction and’ of our : wide- 
spread prosperity? Why should they not ‘look 
upon the United States as the great clearing 
house of their, natural wealth? It would be mutu- 
ally advantageous. We need each other. Why 
not put our relationship upon an enduring basis 
of mutual confidence? 

“The President’s policy means extension, ex- 


pansion and multiplication of American in- 


terests. . 


“We have, so to speak, been busy watching the 
spigot and neglecting the bung hole, and we have 
been doing it because of the short-sighted, policy 
that allowed the man at the spigot to dictate the 
poltey. The effort to get a few dollars by the 
employment of unfair and offensive methods has 
prevented our industries from securing that large 
dnd lucrative business which would have -come 
with a more liberal polloy—for a fust policy is a 
liberal policy.” 


New Golden Rule Policy Soon 
Will Heal Wound of the Past 


ND then I asked him a question which for 
A some time has been uppermost in my 
mind: 

“How are you going to win back the lost con- 
fidence of South America?” He answered in 
straight-flung words, and few, and with an hon- 
esty so obvious and plainly apparent that it won 
my heart. 

“That matter will take care of itself. A splin- 
ter in the hand will make a sore and the sore 
will continue as long as the splinter remains. But 
when the splinter-ig withdrawn, Nature heals and 
heals quickly. Dollar diplomacy was aq foreign 
substance; irritation was a natural consequence.

Has Mr. Bryan lifted his voice in the past to 
support the progressive principles dictated by his 
conscience. He began the fight for tariff reform 
thirty-three years ago while yet in college. His 
first speeches made in the campaign of 1880, 
when he was but 20 years old, \.ere all on this 
subject, and for 10 years it was almost his only 
themes When nominated for Congress in 1890, 
at the age of 30, he wrote his ow. platform, and 
i* contained a ‘in favor of the direct 
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of the earliest platforms up~~ the subject. 

As Secretary of State he is to ha~ the honor 
o announcing the adoptuon of tue constitutional 
amendment just 23 years after he began his fight 
for this refortu: “He was elected to Congress and 
appointed a member of the Wars and Means 
Committee. It was in 1894, asa member of the 
sub-committee that he assistéd in framing the 
income tax bill and in its support made one of 
the finest speeches ever heard in Congress. 

From the time it was declared unconstitutional 
he waged an unceasing warfare in favor of an 
amendment to the Constitution such as is now 
the supreme law of the land. 

In dealing with the question of the trusts, 
Bryan was & pioneer, beginning before 1896 to 
speak of the danger of monopoly; he originated 
the phrase which has gone into Democratic plat- 
forms: “A private monopoly in indefensible and 
intolerable.” 

The subject of publicity of campaign contribu- 
tions, now also made law, was one of the doc- 
trines in the advocacy of which Bryan ‘blazed 
the trail. When first he urged this reform, so 
potent for the purification of politics, people 
scoffed at him. 

Nearly two. decades ago he began ‘to call at- 
tention to the Money Trust, at a time when the 
firm of Morgan was beginning to dominate the 
financial affairs of the country. The recent in- 
vestigation by the Pujo Committee more than 
confirmed the fears he expressed and justified 
the assertions he made in the early nineties. 


Free Silver Alone of All His 


Principles Remains Unaccepted 
HE silver question is the one question, 
and the only one even his enemies admit, 
on which his position has been over- 
thrown by events, but his answer is—and he 
points to the declaration of his platform—that 
he was for free silver only as a means of secur- 
ing more money, a need which has been -supplied 
unexpectedly from an unprecedent increase in 
the production of gold. The most eminent Re- 
publicans and economists are now almost unani- 
mous in admitting the quantitive theory of 
money, the theory upon which his fight was 
waged. 

Of great importance today is the uncompromis- 
ing opposition Bryan has always manifested to 
anything that savored of imperialism. He be- 
lieves that its fruits are deadly to the success 
of American institutions. As Secretary of State, 
he will not lack for opportunity to put into prac- 
tice the virtue of fair dealing with weaker na- 
tions which he has so often and so eloquently, 
preached in his famous speech on Naboth’s Vine- 
yard, in which he says: 

“The Bible tells us that Ahab, the King, wanted 
the vineyard of Naboth and was sorely grieved 
because the owner thereof refused to part with 
the inheritance of his fathers. Then followed a 
plot and false charges were preferred against Na- 
both to furnish an @xcuse for getting rid of 
him. ‘Thou shalt not covet!" “Thou shalt not 
bear false witness!

A correct weather forecast with respect to tem- 
perature at least would in my humble opinion 
be conducive to much pecuniary advantage to 
everybody and especially to horticulturists, who 
could be warned in the early spring seasons of 
approaching frosts, that would enable them to 
prepare smudges for their orchards, insuring a 
heavier crop of peaches, etc., which would go 
far toward reducing the present high cost of 
living.

(Translated from the French for Just 
a Minute.) 
We declare: 

That we condemn all forms of imi- 
tation and glorify all forms of origi- 
nality; 

That we revolt against the tyranny 
of the words “harmony” and “good 
taste,” expressions too elastic, and 
with which the works of Rembrandt, | 
Rodin and Goya could be demolished; 

That art critics are useless and 
detrimental; 

That we must sweep away all 
shop-worn subjects in order to e¢x- 
press our seething, feverish life of 
steel, pride and speed; 

That we must consider as an honor 
the nickname of “crazy,” with which 
innovators have been gagged; 

That innate complimentarism is as 
absolute a necessity in painting as 
is free verse in poetry or polyphony in 
music; 

That the universal dynamism should 
be, in painting, given as a dynamic 
sensation; 

That in the matter of rendering 
nature, sincerity and virginity come 
before all; 

That movement: and light destrey 
the materiality of bodies. 

We protest: 

Against the bituminous tones used 
on sOme modern pictures in a strain- 
ing after the antiqué effect; 

Against the superficial and éle- 
mentary archaism founded on flat 
tints, and which, in imitating the line 
compositions of the Egyptians, re- 
duces painting to a weak synthesis, 
childish and grotesque; 

Against the false “futurism” of the 
Secessionists and the Independents 
who have started new schools quite 
as routine and stencil-like as thelr 
predecessors; 

Against the nude in painting 48: 
nauseous and wearisome as the adul- 
teries of literature. 

Our need, growing greater with Truth, 
could no longer content itself with form 
and color as they were uhderstood until 
now. 

The gesture which we wish to repro- 
duce on canvas will no longer be a fixed 
instant of the universal dynamism. It 
will be simply the dynamic sensation It- 
self. Indeed, everything moves, every- 
thing hurries, things change rapidly. A 
profile is never motionless before us, but 
appears and disappears ceaselessly. 
Being given the persistance of the image 
in the retina, objects in motion multiply. 
themselves Without end, are deformed 
and are pursued like rapid vibrations in 
the space which they travel over. Thus 
it is, that a horse running has not four 
feet, but twenty, and its movements are 
triangular. Everything in Art is con- 
ventional. In painting nothing is abso- 
lute. What was truth for the painters 
of yesterday is but a lie today. We de- 
clare, for instance, that a portrait should 
not resemble the sitter, and that the 
painter carries within himself the land- 
scapes he would fix upon the canvas. 
To paint the human figure it alone must 
not be painted; but give the entire en- 
veloping atmosphere and environment. 
Space no longer exists. Indeed, the 
rain-drenched street reflecting the elec- 
tric lamp «aves to the center of the 
earth; millions of miles separate us from 
the sun, but this does not hinder yonder 
house from fitting itself into the solar 
disc, Who any longer believes that the 
body is opaque after the moment that

ity has already fathomed the obscure 
manifestations of mediumship? Why 
overlook, in our creations, the re-doubled 
power of our sight which may give re- 
sults analogous to the X-rays? 

A few examples amongst many will 
suffice to prove what we advance: 

The 16 persons around you in the street 
car are each after the other and at onaé, 
|}one, ten, four, three. They are motion- 
less, they move; they come, g0, loll 
from side to’ side, now annihilated by 
the sun, then reseated before you, like 
persistent symbols of universal vibra- 
tion. How often has oné seen reflected 
in the cheek of a friend the distant 
horse at the corner? Our bodies enter 
into the sofa on. which we sit, and the 
sofa enters into us. The car shoots to- 
ward the passing houses, which in their 
turn project themselves into the car 
and melt into it. 

The building up of a picture has been 
until this time stupidly traditional. 
Painters have shown us objects and per- 
sons placed before us. We hereafter 
place the spectator in the center of the 
picture. As in all the regions of the 
human mind; a far sighted, individual 
research has swept away the sodden ob- 
scurity of dogma. So must it be that 
the life-giving current of science will 
save painting from the academic tradi- 
tions. At any price, we want to come 
back to life. The victorious science of 
today has abjured its past the better to 
respond to the material needs of our 
times, and we wish that art, in ab- 
juring her past, may finally respond 
to the intellectual. needs which move 
us. : 

Our re-born conscience warns us not to 
consider man as the center of the uni- 
versal life. The suffering of a man is 
quite as interesting in our eyes ag the 
agony of an electric light which suf- 
fers in spasmodic jerks and cries out in 
the most rending expression of color. 
The harmony of line and color and the 
folds of a modern costume exert upon 
our sensibility the same moving and 
symbolic power that the nude exerted 
upon the ancients. 

How can. it still be said that the hu- 
man face is pink, when our life, dou- 
bled in power by somnambulism, has 
greatly increased our perception as to 
color? The human visage is yellow. 
red, green, blue or vidlet. The pale- 
ness of a girl's face before a jeweler’s 
window ts more trised and peari-like 
than the prismatic fires of the jewelry 
of which she is the charmed lark. 

Our feelings in the matter of paint- 
ing must no longer be whispered. Here- 
after we intend that they shall sing and 
resound on our canvasses like clarion 
tones deafening and triumphant! 

Your eyes so accustomed to shadow 
shall soon be opened to the most radiant 
visions of light. Our painted shadows 
will be more luminous then the full 
light of our predecessors, and our pic- 
tures, beside those of the museum, will 
shine forth as blinding day against 
murky night. 

We conclude from this that painting 
today cannot exist without divisional- 
ism. It is not merely a question of a 
process which one may learn and apply 
at will. Divisionalism for the ‘painter 
should be an innate complimentarism, 
which latter we declare to be essential 
and necessary. Our art will probably be 
accused of troubled and decadent cere- 
bration, but we simply retort that, on’ 
the contrary, we are primitives of a new 
sensibility a hundredfold mul and

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SOME LITERARY STUPIDITIES. 
From the Paris Revue. 

Not all the literary stupidities are 
in Flaubert’s portfolio of human 
stupidity, as described and sampled 
by Guy de Maupassant. One French 
writer used the startling phrase, 
“He was 70 years old, and looked 
twice his age;” another “The two 
adversaries were placed at an equal 
distance from each other.” This 
sounds like a passage from an 
American best seller, but who was 
it that said: “With one hand he fon- 
dled her hair, and with the other he 
said to her*® * *?" 

It was Corneille the gréater who 
wrote: “This shall cost Pompey his 
life and his head.” The dramatist 
Scribe in his inaugural Bpeech before 
the French Academy repfoached Mo- 
liere with having failed to mention 
in any of his works the Revocation 
of the Edict of Nantes. (This oc- 
curred in 1685—when Moliere had 
been dead 12 years.) Hugo, apostle 
of antithesis and local color, makes 
Charlemagne say in the Legende des 
Siecles: “You dream, like a clerk in 
the Sorbonne,” an institution found- 
ed in 1253. Of the critic Janin it 
has béén written: “He had a horror 
of inexactitude.” All the same Janin 
makes Smyrna out to be an island: 
Cannes on the Mediterranean to be 
the central Italian Cannae; the 
River Rhone to pass through Mar- 
seilles—50 miles away. 
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ALASKA’S CLIMATS, 
From the Washington Post. 

‘There isn’t a section of the United 
States, I venture to say, Where at some 
time frost hag not been known,” re- 
marked Hugh ~. Todd of Seattié, chair- 
man of the Democratic State Committee 
of Washington. “But in Alaska, which 
is looked upon as the coldest country 
oh earth, bar Greenland and the arctic 
region, there is an island where frost 
has never been heard of, This is Middie- 
ton Island, one of the Aleutian group of 
islands close to the Japan current. There 
the temperature is always mild. Twenty 
miles away, on the other side of the 
islands, it is nearly always freezing. 

Alaska, in fact, is a country of such 
varied climate that almost anything can 
be produced. It is possible to grow 
strawberries, Dbiackbérries and other 
early summer fruit for the winter mar- 
ket. In the Susitna Valley, which is 
the valley that distributes the waters of 
the southern slope of the coast range, 
the weather, I venture, is now warmer 
and finer than in any other part of the 
United States. This is brought about, of 
course, by the Japan current.”

The milk increases the flaki- 
ness of the pastry without making 
it greasy. A fourth: When makins 
pastry. roll in one direction only if 
you want it to We light. Rolling firat 
in one direction and then tn another 
is almost sure to make ft tough. A 
fifth: I find making ple crust in the 
ordinary way, onlv with less shorten- 
ing. adding baking powder as for 
biscuits, makes it tender and more 
wholesome than with so much short- 
ening. and no baking powder. 
sixth: When ready for the oven pour 
cold water over ple to make the crust 
flaky. Quick biscuit: Into a quart af 
flour sifted twice with two even tea- 
spoons baking powder, chop two 
tablespoons butter ‘until you have a 
coarse powder, add a little salt and 
stir in three cups milk. With wooden 
spoon mix lightly and quickly te a 
dough, turn upon a floured board ant 
roll into a sheet, cut Into rounds and 
bake in a hot oven. The secret of the 
success of these biscuits ta ranid exe- 
cution and very light handling.

EFORE the National Democratic Club in New York last Saturday 
night Vice-President Marshall broke the silence which, on his in- 
auguration, he said was to last four years. 

warning to big business that unless it ceased opposition to proper regula- 
tion it would promote the growth and triumph of socialism. His hearers 
were startled, it is said, by the boldness of his utterance. 


He said: “The desire of the people is for 
greater equality of opportunity .and enjoyment. 
More and more, men are coming to the belief 
that Socialism alone will open up and guarantee 
this equality. If I were the possessor of a vast 
and. growing fortune and had made up my mind 
that the Government should continue to help me 
make it grow, or if I were a Socialist, I would 
frown down upon the educational system of 
America.’ 

“Backward and inward-looking men do not con- 
sider the power of those who have not,” he said. 
They talk of vested rights and the laws of in- 
heritance. Suppose a Governor and General As- 
sembly in the State of New York should repeal 
the statute of descents for real and personal 
property and the statute with reference to the 
making of wills, on their death how much vested 
interest would any relative have in the property 
which fell from their nerveless hands at the 
hour of dissolution?” °* * 

“Our justice is ceasing to be perpendicular and 
is becoming horizontal,” he said. “The back- 
ward-looking and inward-looking men may be 
able temporarily to check the onward move- 
ment of the forward-looking men, but if they 
do, it will be an unwise intereference and may

Two winters ago the Crown Prince was stay- 
ing in Celerina, a great winter sports resort in 
Switzerland. It had been arranged that’ his 
sister, Victoria Louise, was to stay with him 
there and, as usual, the “Emperor first inquired 
of his sons if there was any one. at Celerina 
whom the young Princess ought. not to meet. 
The Prince replied that all was well. He did 
not mention the presence of the handsome and 
popular “Count of Callenberg,”.. with whom the 
young Princess proceeded to fall desperately in 
love, ignorant that the “Count” was Prince Ernest 
of Cumberland. 

In Berlin a month afterward the truth had to 
be told. The Emperor was furious at the Crown 
Prince for being the cause of the introduction, 
for at that moment there was not the slightest 
chance of a marriage. . 

The Crown Prince was banished to Danzig, but 
that did not improve matters in the imperial 
heme. An impossible love affair such as this 
was the one thing the Emperor had set his heart 
‘on sparing his only daughter. It is asserted that 
So had almost given up hope and had decided to 
dinction the union, without an attempt at a re- 
eenciliation, when the Duke of Cumberland’s 
“elder son- was killed in a motor car last May.

service in. four wars? 

As “a feminder of these historic 
struggles Battery A is planning the 


celebration of its 101st anniversary. 
The date set for this jollification is 
May 10 and it will take ‘place at the 
battery’s armory, Grand avenue and 
Hickory street. Invitations are bein« 
sent to many prominent officials and 
citizens, including Gov. Major an4 
his staff, Mayor Kiel and represen- 
tatives of all the large civic or- 
ganizations. 
Gen. Frank M. Rumbold, who re- 
cently retired as chief of staff of the 
state militia and was for many years 
captain of Battery A, says there is n» 
doubt that the battery is the lineez!l 
descendant of one which was formed 
in 1812. 
Henry Lucas was the first Colonel. 
Later he was assigned to the regu- 
lar army and died on the Canadian 
border while fighting the British in 
the war of 1812. 
Documents in possession of the 
Lucas estate show that the battery 
was formed when there had been 
rumors that the British were sending 
bodies of armed Indians down the 
Mississippi to attack St. Louis. The 
battery went “to the front” and for 
several months was stationed at 
Portage des Sioux, near St. Charles, 
but the threatened invasion by the 
Indians did not occur. 

History of the Battery. 
VY. Mott Porter, in a history of Bat- 
tery <A, written for the Missouri 
Historical Society, tells of the ex- 
istence of the battery in St. Louls in 
1812 and of the subsequent organiza- 
tion of the Missouri Light Artillery 
here. 
This company, the _ historian says, 
made its first parade appearance in St. 
Louis on Washington’s birthday, 1843. 
Henry Kretchmar was its Captain and 
Henry Almstedt Jr. was First Lieuten- 
ant. This organization is represented to 
have been the basis of the famous 
Battery A, Missouri Light Artillery, 
which was one of two batteries organ- 
ized in 1846 by Maj. Meriwether Lewis 
Clark of St. Louis, for service in the 
Mexican War. Richard Hanson 
Weightman, a West Pointer, was elect- 
ed captain. Andrew J. Dorn and Edad- 
mund F. Chouteau were the first lieu- 
tenants and John O. Simpson was sec- 
ond lieutenant. Each trooper supplied 
his own horse, equipment and uniform. 
This battery left St. Louis in June, 
1846, and made a remarkable overland 
march to the Mexican border, reaching 
El Paso Feb. 1, 1847. Undcr the leader- 
ship of Col. Doniphan the Missouri 
forces crossed the Rio Grande and took 
part in several engagements. 
Mustered out of the regular service, 
Battery A returned to St. Louis July 
3, 1847. Historians have called the 
overland journey from St. Louis to 
Mexico “the longest march of field 


artillery in all the annals of war- 
fare.’ 


Battery Split Civil War. 
At the opening of the Civil War the 
battery was in command of Capt. Wil- 
liam Jackson. His lieutenants were 
Henry Guibor, W. B. Barlow and Ru- 
dolph Webber. Division of sentiment 
caused the battery to divide. Guibor 
and Barlow, with a portion of the 
command, gave their services to the 
Confederate cause. The Union adher- 
ents, still retaining the name “Bat- 
tery A,’’ served under Maj. Schofield 
of the Federal army. 
Following the Civil War the bat- 
tery was not active again until it 
was pressed into military service in 
the great labor strikes of 1877. It 
was reorganized with Charles W. 
Squires as Captain, J. R. Dougherty 
First Lieutenant, and John O'Fallon 
Clark Second Lieutenant. The battery 
suppressed several riots, including 
one at Schuler’s Hall, Eleventh street 
and Clark avenue, 
After these riots the merchants of 
St. Louis agreed that the battery 
should be maintained permanently 
and it has’ been in existence since 
then. In 1878 Lieut. Dougherty was 
made Captain, P. 8. Skipwith Jr. and 
Samuel D. Winter First Lieutenants 
and R. B. Williams, Second Lieutenant. 
The battery was disbanded in 1887 
because of lack of support by the 
State Government, but was reorgan- 
ized in 1888 with Samuel D. Winter, 
Captain; R.. E. Williams and H. P. 
Wilson, First Lieutenants, and Frank 
M. Rumbold, Second Lieutenant. 


Two years later R. E. Williams be- 
came Captain, Rumbold First Lieuten- 
ant and Herbert M. Dix Second Lieu- 
tenant. Dr. A. H. Ohmann-Dumesnil 
was made First Lieutenant and as- 
sistant surgeon. . 
Frank M. R bold was chosen Cap- 
tain in 1891 with H. M. Dix and 
James L. Johnson First Lientenants, 
Louis D. Lawnin Second Lieutenant 
and Dr. John B. Keber surgeon. John 
E. E. Weber became a lieutenant In 
1894 and Edward Bates Eno was 
elected First Lieutenant in 1897. 


Went to Porto Rico in 'S&. 

It was under Rumbold’s leadership 
that the battery went to Porto Rico 
in the Spanish-American War in 1893. 
Before it could get into action there 
an armistice was declared and it saw 
no fighting. 

Capt. Rumbold and Lieut. Webber 
resigned to enter the volunteer serv- 
ice in the Philippines in 1899, and 
Lieut. Eno took command of the bat- 
tery, but without the rank of Captain, 
as the men desired that this rank be 
held open for Capt. Rumbold. 

On his return from the Philippines, 
Rumbold again took command of the 
battery. When he was made adju- 
tant-General of the State Miltia four 
years ago, E. O. Sanguinet was made 
Captain of Battery A. | He is still “

Correct Report of Proceedings, 

“Your commissioner finds,’’ says the 
report, “from the evidence submitted 
and considered that the article referred 
‘to was substantially true, and as near- 
ly . correct report of court proceedings 
as could be expected frrm a layman, and 
the experience of your commissioner has 
been that many lawyers would have 
made as many errors as appear in this 
article, 

“The author of this article complained 
of, Mr. Murphy, was a layman, and 


moreover, even had he been learned 
in the law he would have been of the 
opinion that the order in the Clevinger 
case was unusual! in that it imposed con- 
ditions upon the right of the plaintiff 
to dismiss a suit for divorce. 

“Your commissioner is of the opinion 
that under the evidence petitioner had 
no personal knowledge of the article 
complainea of until after its publication, 
and Mr. Murphy and Mr. Karl Walter 
(the man who edited the article) were 
servants of the petitioner and made an 
honest effort to report correctly the 
proceedings that had occurred in the 
Circuit Court of Jackson County, Mis- 
souri, without any intention of offend- 
ing the dignity of or impeding the pro- 
ceedings of the Circuit Court, and there 
is no evidence tending to prove that the 
servants and agents of the petitioner 
had any intention of obstructing the 
due and orderly course of justice as 
administered by the court, or of criticis- 
ing the court. 

Believes Conclusion Correct. 

“There was cause for comment on the 
order in the Clevinger case denying the 
plaintiff the right to dismiss her case 
until the husband complied with the 
conditions imposed in the order, and I 
am inclined to believe that Mr. Murphy 
was correct in saying that it tended to 
prevent a reconcillation of husband and 
wife, in which society is deeply inter- 
ested.

“In this case there is no evidence, 
either in the article itself or in the oral 
or written evidence introduced, that 
there Was an inténtion or purpose on 
the part of he a. -:nts or servants of 
the petitioner to reflect in any way on 
the integrity of the courts and unless 
the court is of the opinion that the 
article in itself is contemptuous the 
petitioner should be discharged.” 

The conclusion that the article was 
“substantially true” as stated in Com- 
missioner Crow’s report was reached 
through reports of testimony by 
Murphy of The Star, by Paul Suter- 
meister, a reporter for the Kansas City 
Journal, who corrot «ated Murphy's 
testimony and by testimony of court of- 
ficials connected in the original divorce 
case. 

Referring to articles published in the 
Star subsequent to the decision of Judge 
Guthrie and bearing thereon the report 
says: 
“Your commissioner admitted, over the 
objection of the petitioner, articles ap- 
pearing in the Kansas City Star and 
published by the petitioner, but your 
commisisoner is of the opinion that all 
the articles which appear in this record 
should be excluded.” 
The ruling, the report says, applies to 
all articles except an interview with 
Judge Ralph Latshaw of the Criminal 
Court. This interview, published in the 
Star quoted Judge Latshaw as saying 
the decision of Judge Guthrie was “‘out- 
rageous’’ and that he would never “Al- 
low Mr. Nelson to be locked up in jail.” 
The report holds that this arti 
“should be excluded for the adidtiona! 
reason that it was a publication of a 
statement made by a Judge of the 
criminal court of Jackson County re- 
ferring to what the Judge intended to 
do officially.

BOTH BATTERED SEVERELY 


Feminine’ Tenants Gather at 
Windows and on Fire Escape 
to See the Fray. 


Talton T. Francis, six-foot son of Da- 
vid R. Francis, and Louis Jones, negro 
janitor of the Royal Apartments, fought 
a draw battle with fists in the back yard 
of the apartment house, at 5598 Water- 
man avenue, Thursday morning. <A 
score of women, tenants and their maids, 
Witnessed the fight from windows and 
from the fire escape. 

Both Francis and the negro were bat- 
tered severely before a second negro, 
Jones’ helper, got between them and 
stopped the encounter. At that time 
some of the women were attempting to 
call Police Headquarters by telephone. 

Women Describe the Fight. 

The facts about the fight became 
known last night. The details were giv- 
en to a Post-Dispatch reporter by three 
of those who said they saw it. 

The fight began about 10 a. m., after 
other male tenants of the apartments 
had left. Francis, some of the ten- 
ants say, previously had asked the jan- 
itor to do some work. One version is 
that he wanted the screens put in his 
apartment, the other is that he desired 
to have the fire escape washed down. 
One or both of these demands Francis 
repeated as he came down from his 
third-floor apartment and saw the ne- 
gro in the back yard. He reminded 
Jones that he had spoken about tle 
matter before, and said sharply that it 
was the negro’s business to do thé 
work and that he would have to do it 
“T" don’t let nobody talk that-a-way 
to me,’’ the angry janitor is said to 
have replied, and an instant later the 
two were exchanging blows, 

“Oh, look!” cricd a woman at the 
kitchen. window of one of the apart- 
ments, and soon every woman about the 
premises was a spectator of the fist- 
fest. 

Second Negro Stops Battle. 
The young broker and the negro ham- 
mered each other without saying a 
word. Each.landed several heavy blows 
on the other's face before, by unspoken 
agreement, they paused for breath. 
Hardly a few moments passed. before 
they were again delivering punches and 
jabs. 
Both showed a determination to make 
the event a finish fight, and barring 
interference they probably would have 
done so. But in the midst of the on- 
slaught the second negro happened alang 
and separated the weary combatants, 
who, it was said, were bleeding from 
blows to the face. The janitor went to 
his basement rooms, changed his clothes 
and left the premises. It was said last 
night-that he had not returned and that 
his wife did not know where he had 
gone. 
One woman tenant complained last 
night that she missed the fray, hav- 
ing left her apartment early to do 
her marketing. She is said to have 
been the only absentee. 
Francis’ apartment was dark when 
a Post-Dispatch reporter called there 
to inquire as to his version of the 
battle. He was married two years 
ago to Miss Elizabeth Coste, an as- 
sistant in the Public Library and one 
of the first of a long series of “li- 
brary brides.” 
Later a telephone call was answerec 
but it was said that Francis could not be 
called to the telephone to answer any 
inquiries about Thursday's occurence.

CITIZENS FIGHT 
AS $100,000 FIRE 
SWEEPS FENTON 


Riot Is Threatened When Quar-| 
rel Starts Over Lack of Water- 
works and Hose. 


The business district of Fenton, the 
oldest incorporated town in St. Louis 
County, was destroyed by fire yester- 
day afternoon. The loss was esti- 
mated by Capt. Schaefer of St. Louis 
Fingine House No. 52 at from $176,000 
to $200.90 Fire adjusters on the 
scene sstiptea the losses at $100,000. 

There wre exciting scenes in Main 
street before the buildings where the 
entire population of the town gath- 
ered, helpless to stop the sweep of the 
flames as the town was without fire 
protection of any kind. Men became 
frantic as they saw their modest for- 
tunes swept away. 

Accusation Starts Fight. 
T.ouis Cramer, grocer and dry goods 
man. singled Michael Weill, the heayi- 
est property owner and one of the 
most influential citizens, out «7 the 
crowd and accused him bitterly of be- 
ing the indirect cause of the great 
loss to many. Then he struck Weil 
in the face, knocking him down. 

Others in the crowd took sides and 
Capt. Schaefer, who had come with a 
fire engine and eight firemen from 
St. Louls to fight the fire, had to use 
his men and give his attention for the 
time being tv stop a threatened riot. 
Mrs. Fred Weil, daughter-in-law of 
Michael Weil, saw Well struck and 
fainted. The St. Louis firemen car- 
ried her to a Goctor's office. 

Weil was sail to have opposed 
equipping the town with a water- 
works for fire fighting purposes ‘six 
months ago when such a movement 
was begun. The waterworks, plugs, 
hose and an engine house would have 
cost several thousand dollars. ffis 
loss through the fire he stimates at 
$60,000, with insurance of only $4,000. 

Fenton is on the Gravois road five 
miles south of Kirkwood, the west, 
end of the town being on a bluff 
over the Meramec River. Though in- 
corporated, it has not for many years 
exercised the privilege of its charter. 
It has no town officers, the residents 
conducting the public business in 
their own fashion. 

Church Bell Kept Ringing.

Satterlee, and his friend, Lewis Cass 
Ledyard, he gives careful directions 
under many clauses as to alternate 
courses of procedure. 

It is to be noted’ also that his 
grandson, Junius Spencer Morgan Jr, 
2i years old, now a student at Har- 
vard, is repeatedly nominted to take 
up imporant duties in the event ot 
the death of his father, John Pilier- 
pont Morgan dr.

Steel Bonds Guaranteed Against 
Deduction Under Present 
or Future Laws. 


STOCKHOLDERS’ BURDEN? 


Carnegie’s Bill Alone Under New 
Levy Would Be $600;000— 
Lawyers Are Puzzled. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 


NEW YORK, April 19.—Stockhold- 
ers of the United States Steel Corpor- 
ation may have to pay Andrew Car- 
negie’s income tax on his Steel Trust 
bonds. JIAkewise other holders of 
corporate bonds may find that the 
income tax as drawn passes over 
them entirely and lays its burden on 
the corporation’s shareholders, - 

United States Steel collateral mort- 
gage & per cent bonds contain a guar- 
antee clause similar to that which 
has been written into nearly every 
large issue of corporate bonds in this 
country in the last 15 years. It reads: 

“Both interest and principal are 
payable in gold coin of the United 
States under the present standard of 
weight and fineness and without de- 
duction from either principal or in- 
terest of any taxes whieh the Steel 
company may be required to pay or 
retain therefrom under any present 
or future laws of the United States.” 

Income Tax Provision, 

The income tax bill as introduced 
contains the following provisions: , 

“Provided thta in the case of bondgr 
or other indebtedness which have been 
issued with a guarantee that the inter- 
est payable thereon shall be free from 
taxation; no deduction for the payment 
of the tax herein imposed shall be al- 
lowed.,”’

leading corporation attorneys have been 
puzzling over its application to just 
such a situation as would be created 
in the Steel Trust by the enactment of 
the income tax as it is now drafted.

ROME, April 19.—This was the fourth 
day of freedom from fever for the Pope. 
He slept two hours this afternoon, his 
breathing was easier and his rest more 
refreshing than it has been. Only one 


bulletin a day will be issued hereafter. 
If the improvement continues, bulletins 
will be omitted altogether some time 
next week. i 

Cardinal Aristides Cavallari, Pa- 
triarch of Venice, has ordered a special 
thanks service in St. Marks. But the 
Pontiff is far from being out of dan- 
ger. His complaint is pronounced to be 
pulmonary catarrh, which is intermit- 
tent. He has periods of depression and 
coughing spells which sometimes are 
exhausting. 

Fear of still another relapse and 
anxiety on account of his extreme 
weakness, as well.as the possibility of 
other complications, will not be allayed 
until he has shown steady, substantia! 
progress for 10 days more. 

The rumor that the viaticum had 
been administered because he had ex- 
pressed a desire to receive the last rites 
of the church while in the full pos- 
sssion of his senses is formally and of- 
ficially declared false. 

Rumors of various kinds continue to 
be circulated. It has even been report- 
ed that Prof. Marchiafava and Dr. 
Amici have quarreled over the case. 
One report had it that Dr. Amici insist- 
ed that the Pope should have the last 


communion, but that Dr. Marchiafaval. 


opposed this in order to avoid the shock 
‘which this might cause the patient. 
This report is absurd, as the Pope has 
taken communion every .day since his 
fiiness began, so that, in the words of 
the Pontiff himself:

Postman Brother at Bedside.

his brother in his arms. 

The two venerable heads ap- 
proached each other and both men 
were in tears. Angelo was only able 
to mutter between his sobs the Vene- 
tian diminutive of the Pope’s name. 
saying: “Dear Bepi! Dear Bepi!”’

The two brothers started talking on 


many subjects, but Prof. Marchiafava 
gently intervened and said the con- 
versation might be resumed at a 
later period. He then kindly, but 
firmly forced Angelo Sarto from the 
room. NA 

The visit was one of the tenderest 
episodes of the sick room. There is 
a difference in age between the broth- 
ers of only one year, but Angelo wigh 
his robust frame seemed 10 years 
younger than the Pope, who appeared 
thin, languld and pale. 

The austere Marchiafava says the 
scene was so touching that his own 
eyes were wet. The presence of the 
members of his family around him 
ingpired the Pope with new vigor, and 
the bright sun flooding his room this 
morning caused him to exclaim: 

“On such a day as this I cannot 
imagine that anyone could be i]l1!" 

Sister Prepares Delicacy, 

His two sisters, his brother Angelo 
and his niece remained at the Vatican 
all day. With Prof. Marchiafava’s 
permission his sister Anna went to 
the kitchen to help prepare a light 
special custard to tempt the Pope's 
appetite. 

This afternoon, together with his 
brother, his sisters and his niece, the 
Pope took some tea and jelly. The 
doctors ordered him to take tea as 
an ald to perspiration. 

Cardinal Merry del Val, Papal Sec- 
retray of State, remained for an hour 
in conference with the Pope this aft- 
ernoon.

| PLVABMINGTON” April _ 19,—The 
Democratic tariff revision bill, with 
its sweeping reductions, a lengthy 
free list, augmented today by the 
Ways and Means Committee, and its 
income tax, is now ready for debate 
in the House of Representatives. 

Approved late today by the Demo- 
cratic caucus as amended in two 
week’s discussion and by the com- 
mittee in minor features, the bill will 
be reintroduced Monday by Majority 
Leader Underwood. It will be report- 
ed favorably by the majority of the 
Ways and Means Committee Tuesday 
and called up for debate Wednesday. 

Chairman Underwood predicted to- 
night that the bill would be passed in 
the House by May 15. Two months, 
the administration leaders believe, is 
a@ generous time to allot to the Senate 
for its consideration and passage and 
wnless it is decided to bring in a cur- 
rency bill thereafter, Congress should 
be ready to adjourn about July 15. 

The bill as approved by President 
Wilson came through the caucus un- 
scathed. 

The caucus ratified the-bill with its 
minor amendments by an overwhelming 
vate, some members taking advantage 
}of the rule granting them freedom 
Mwm the caucus pledge to support the 
bill in its entirety. 

Members who were released from the 
caucus pledge were Broussard, Dupre, 
Lazare and Morgan of Louisiana, on 
account of sugar; Ashbrook, White and 
Francis of Ohio, because of wool: Bren- 
ner and Kinkead of New Jersey on ac- 
count of cattle; Donovan and Kennedy, 
Connecticut, because of hats; Burke, 
Wisconsin, farm products, and Fowler, 
Illinois, linseed oil. 

Changes in the Bill. 

The principal changes made in the 
bill were: Shoe machinery, buckwheat 
rye, rabbit fur and phosphoric acid 
transferred from duitable to the free 
list; onyx reduced from 65 cents to 650 
cents a cubic foot, to put it on the 
same basis as marble: diamonds, un- 
cut, are unchanged, but cut diamonds 
are increased from 15 to 20 per cent; 
castor oil, reduced from 15 to 12 per 
cent; cod, seal and herring oil, reduced 
from 5 to 3 per cent; sperm oil, reduced 
from 6 to 3 per eent; vanila beans, re- 
duced from 50 to 30 cents a pound; salts 
and other compounds and mixtures of 
which bismuth, gold, platinum, rho- 
drum, silver, tin and uranium, consti- 
tute the chief value, cut- from 15 to 10 
per cent.

Seven bouts were decided at the Mis- 
souri Athletic Club last night in the 
final amateur boxing tournament of 
the club this season. There were no 
knockouts, though in the first bout of 
the evening, which was between Tom 
Fleming and William Sullivan, the for- 
mer might easily have scored a knocic- 
out but for the fact that he was un- 
willing to take advantage of the inex- 
perience of his opponent. 

Shortly after the first round opened 
Sullivan was floored by a hard right 
cross to the jaw and I stopped the 
round because when Sullivan hes 
was not, in my opinion, prop- 
erly care for himself against so hard 
a hitter as Fleming is known to 
leming, knowing his advantage, boxed 
the two remaining rounds without :.n 
effort to severely punish Sullivan, but 
was an easy winner on points and re- 
ceived the judge’s decision. 

Garton Shades Burke. 

The feature bout of the tournament 
was between Dick Garton, the M. A, C. 
star 140-pounder, and Tom Burke of the 
South Broadway Athletic Club. This 
was the third meeting between these 
two, each having gained a former de- 
cision, and both were on edge to be 
returned a winner. These boys are 
vlever boxers and hard hitters and 
waste no time in the ring.

The Durbar -vas really so immense and magni- 
ficent, he said, that he quite lost his presence of 
mind. .The august presence of his sovereigns, 
of whom he was in his heart the most devout of: 
subjects, had sadly disordered his wits. If his 
obeisance was lacking in lowliness, it was because 
his mind was dazzled by the imperial persons be- 
fore whom he stood. As for his forgetting to 
take his sword, it Was to be ascribed to his gen- 
eral confusion and disorder of spirit, and not to 
any traitorous wish to avoid making military 
submission to their Majesties, for whom he would 
be happy to pour out his last drop of blood. 

The English Government may have suspected 
that some of this eloquence was inspired by the | 
fear of losing $5,000,000 a year. But it was not 
anxious at that time to stir up a runipus in 
India such as might follow the overthrow of a 
popular prince, and affected with good grace to 
accept the Rajah’s apology. 


Emperor’s Presence Dazzled 
His Wits, Prince. 

Theze who remem the Gaekwar’s visit to 
the United States two years ago will probably. be 
of the opinion that his informal appearance at 
the Durbar was due rather to his preference for 
simplicity in attire than to the confounding of his 
wits. 

It was expected from his title that he would 
burst upon Neéw York in barbaric splendor, with 
a retinue of wives, a train of bejewelled courtiers 
and a troop of elephants and tigers. 

Instead they saw a keen-eyed little man in a 
black business suit with a white edge pceping 
modishly from under the V of his waistcoat. He 
wore a four-in-hand tie without a scarf pin, and 
his only jewelry was a gold watch and chain. 
When he entered a room he did not glance about 
as if looking for a throne, but dropped comfort- 
ably into the nearest chair and made some re- 
mark about the weather. His English was pure 
and fluent. He gave the impression of being 
studious and unostentatious. 
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PON this page, for the

How 
could a strip of transparent film, unrolled before 
a lantern and a lens, affect the destiny of an 
opulent Indian prince on the other side of the 
world? Yet, for a space, the fortunes of the 
celebrated Gaekwar of Baroda were involved in 
a device contrived by Thomas A. Edison. This

The Gaekwar of Baroda and the United States 


HE Gaekwar of Baroda, who, it now appears, was for a time in peril of losing his throne 

T in India through a breach of etiquette at the Durbar which was perpetuated by 

an American invention, the cinematograph, visited the United States two years ago and 
proclaimed himself an admirer of our democracy and simplicity of dress. 

He was accompanied by his wife, the Maharani, and his daughter, Indira Rajai, who is 
called the most beautiful princess in India. His son, Prince Jaisingh, was then a student at 
Harvard University. 

The Gaekwar said the purpose of his visit was to study American institutions, with the 
hope of introducing some of them in Baroda. Among the institutions for which he professed 


English occupation of India. Never before had 
the British Emperor and Empress of India been 
present at one of these annual festivals. The 
English Government appropriated $6,000,000 te 
defray the expense. More than 100,000 troops de- 
filed upon the plains outside the city. 

The object of the impressive panorama was to 
overawe the minds of England’s Indian subjects, 
always susceptible to a display of splendor and 
/force. It was for the effect upon them that 
George V and his Queen journeyed from England 
to India, the first of its foreign rulers whom that 
country had ever seen. It was to enforce upon 
the natives the fact of their irrevocable subjec- 
tion to British dominion that battalions of red 
coats and kilted highlanders stalked sebout the 
field, and salvos of field artillery shook the plain 
with ceaseless thunder. 

Those who saw the moving pictures in colors 
of this Durbar have not forgotten the magnifi- 
cence of the spectacle—the gaudily painted troops 
of elephants, the flood of soldiers, the gaping 
thousands of the populace, the parti-colored robes 
of the Indian princes as they paid homagce to 
their sovereigns, the slight and haughty nods 
with which the Emperor and Empress acknowl- 
edged each act of obeisance. 


Pomp and Splendor of 
Durbar to Overawe Natives. 


} The supreme act of submission on the part of 


maine native potentates was that of laying their 


ords at the feet of their rulers, and then, at 
}au imelination of the royal head to show that 
the offering was accepted, raising tne weapons 
again from the ground. The pantomime signi- 
fied that the princes submitted t-eir military 
armaments to the imperial crown, and resumed 
them again only by permission of that power. 

By this humiliation the Rajahs confessed that 
they derived their military force from the En- 
glish throne alone. Between the act of laying 
down their swords and taking them up, they 
wore for a moment not Rajahs and princes, but 
nobodies, depending on the pleasure of the crown 
as to whether they might resume their glittering 
estate. 3 

This part of the ceremony was relied upon 
équally with the army to impress the populace 
with a sense of British power. The Rajahs were 
expected to wear their richest robes and most 
costly jewels; so that the plebeian natives, when 
com ate geese even such resplendent beings bowing

low and walking backwards from the imperial 
presence, would perceive that any hope of revolt 
they might entertain was hopeless. 


British Government Orders 
Section of Reel Suppressed. 


The kinetoscope audience saw prince after 
prince, brilliantly costumed and ea:.h wearing a 
fortune in jewels, approach the throne obsequi- 
ously, pe-form an humble genuflection and lay 
down their swords. Then they saw the Indian 
monarchs raise their swords and servilely walk 
backwards, at the risk of falling cCown the steps, 
from the prese=ce of their rulers. 

Audiences in England and the United States 
witnessed this political ritual :n progress on the 
moving picture screen, but there was an incident 
o* the action which they did not see. By order 
of the British Governmert the section of the 
Durbar film portraying this episode was excised 
from the reel and was not shown in public either 
It was feared that 
i+ Great Britain popular resentment at what 
might have been considered a deliberate affront 
t> their Majesties and to the Britisn name, would 
lead to a formidable crisis in the province of 
Baroda, in India. 

This province has about the area of Mas- 
sachusetts and the population of Missouri. The 
ancient Manhratta state of Baroda is the second 
0” three Indian states that are placed in advance 
of all otners, their rulers receiving salutes of: 21 
guns, as against .. to 19 for all the rest. Hydera- 
bad ranks first among the native states, Baroda 
second and Mysore third. The ruler of Baroda 
has a treasury of jewels estimated at from $30,- 
000,000 to $40,000,000 in value. 

Court etiquette is too rigid to have permitted 
any exhibition of shock and‘indignation when the 
sovereign of this powerful state made his sur- 
prising appearance at the Durbar. As the pictures 
herewith display, the Gaekwar, unlike the 
tentates who wore their richest robes and most 


ornate turbans, blazing with gems, stepped for- . 


lier Highness, Maharani of Baroda. 


ward to perform his homagé,.in a black frock coat, 


light trousers and a plain turban. He wore no 
jewels. 

He walked briskly before the throne, made a 
slight and nonchalant bow which may have 
seemed to the English to be tinged with irony, 
and then sauntered backwards from the imperial 
presence. 

His informality of dress and his satirical bow 
were not, in English eyes, the height of his of- 
fending. His gravest offense, because it was 
political and not social. was that of presenting 
himeelf before the Emperor without his sword! 

The Gaetwar laid no weapon at the feet of 
his sovereigns as a token of military submission, 
asi did the other Rajahs. He gave them no op- 
portunity to bestow upon him a condescending 
nod in acceptance of the proffer of his army to 
the English service. He did not raise his sword 
from the ground as a symbol that he admitted 
owing his military power, not to his subjects and 
fis own influence, but to the gracious consent of 
their Majesties. His air was not that of an actor 
of the scene, but rather that of a somewhat bored 
and ironical spectator, a. the English viewed it. 


Rajah’s Breach of Etiquette 
Perpetuated by Yankee Device. 


The space which elapsed between the Gaekwar’s 
appearance before the imperial dais and his re- 
tirement was not more than 60 seconds. Yet 
each of those seconds was divided into tenths 
and every movement, gesture and facial expres- 
sion recorded in fractions to be preserved forever 
by an American machine—a black box mounted 
on a tripod, with a projecting handle which an 
obscure operator industrivusly revolved. This de- 
vice had the magic power of perpetuating the 
incident for years to come, and of infinitely mul- 
tiplying it before the eyes of spectators in the 
remotest parts of the world. 

So that the first and essential step taken by 
the British Government towards repairing what 
it regarded as the Gaekwar's regrettable faux pas 
was to order the suppression of the strip of film 
portraying his appearance before the sovereigns. 
The next consideration was how to deal with the 
Rajah himself. 

His offense, io English eyes. was one of pecu- 
liar gravity. His extraordinary demeanor at the 
Durbar might go far towards minimizing the ef-

to have upon India. So solicitous was the anxiety 
of the Government to impress its native subjects 
that the question as to whether the Queen should 
accompany the King to India was debated at 
length, for fear that Oriental prejudicies concern- 
ing the status of woman should be offended at 
the necessity of doing homage to a feminine 
ruler, 

In the eyes of all India the second prince of the 
country had dared present himself before the 
foreign sovereigns in civilian dress, although the 
occasion was the most gorgeous and ceremonious 
in Indian history. Would not even the white 
man’s 100,000 troops be despised if a Rajah were 
so powerful that he could evade with impunity 


the fundamental duty of making military submis- 
sion to the Emperor? 

The proposal that the Gaekwar should pay 
his breach of etiquette by losing his throne was 
at once made, and was fully discussed, it is said, 
in the indian Council. There were numerous 
precedents for such a punishment. The Fnglish 
Government has frequently debased one Indian 
prince and exalted another in his place. There 
was an example nearer home. The GaekWar's 
own predecessor was dethroned about 40 years 
ago because of a suspicion that he had caused 
the British Resident at his court to be poisoned. 

The news of this diseussion was not long in 
reaching the ears of the Gaexwar. With Oriental

UnhuskKed Rice Cure _ for ‘Beri-Beri 


HETHER bread made from whole wheat 
flour or from white flour is the better 
nas long been in dispute. A discovery 

just made by four eminent Japanese physicians 
seems to settle the matter in favor of the whole 
wheat, which contains the bran as well as the 
white flour. 


The four Japanese, Dre. Suzuki, 
Odakes and Kozai, have been studying that ter- 
rible disease called beri-beri, which is so preval- 
ent among people living largely upon rice. It 
was already known that beri-beri attacks prin- 
cipally those who live on the so-called “nolished” 
tice—that is, the grain from which the husk has 
been removed, and that it can be cured by a diet 
rice. 


Shimamura, 


In the course of their investigations the four 
Japanese doctors analyzed the alcoholic extract 
of the bran of rice. In it they found a new alka- 
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loid, to which they have given the name oriza- 
nine. And this, is seems, is the most important 
constituent of bran, not only that of rice but 
of wheat, barley and oats. 

The importance of orizanine was proved by 
careful experiments on animals, such as chickens, 
pigeons, rats and dogs. These were fed on an 
artificial diet composed of the proper quantities 
and proportions of proteids, carbohydrates, fats 
and mineral salts, with bran of all kinds care- 
fully excluded. Without exception they failed to 
thrive, but as soon as a very small proportion 
oi orizanine was mixed with their food they re- 
covered aid afterward thrived. 

Drs. Suzu*i, Shimamura, Odakes and Kozai 
communicated the results of their investigations 
to the International Bulletin of Agriculture. They 
hold that the huss of wheat, oats, rice, ete. are 
thus proved to be of great food vahie by reason 
of this active principle called ovizanine. 
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Now German law has solemnly laid down the 
circumstances—and the only ones—under which 
a cat may be shot. 
who lives in Berlin, shot two, and dire is the 
penalty that has befallen him for thus destroy- 
ing 18 lives. He has been fined $30, or $15 per 
cat, besides having to pay all costs.

lowed to take lessons in taxidermy from 
a Mr. Bell, a tall, clean-shaven, white.

He had a musty little shop 
somewhat on the order of Mr. Venus’ shop 
in ‘‘Our Mutual Friend,’’ a little shop in 
which he had done very valuable work for 
science.

tion. It was this summer that I got my 
first gun, and it puzzled me to find that my 
companions seemed to see things to shoot 
at, which I could not see at all. One day 
they read aloud an advertisement in huge 
letters on a distant billboard, and I then 
realized that something was the matter, for 
not only was I unable to read the sign, but 
4 J could not even see the letters. 

1 spoke of this to my father, and soon 
afterwards got my first pair of spectacles, 
which literally opened an entirely new 
world to me. I had no idea how beautiful 
the world was until [ got those spectacles. 
[ had been a clumsy and awkward little 
hey, and while much of my clumsiness and 
awkwardness was doubtless due to gen- 
eral characteristics, a good deal of it was 
due to the fact that I could not see and yet 
was wholly ignorant that I was not seeing. 
The recollection of this experience gives me 
a keen sympathy with those who are trying 
in-our public schools and elsewhere to re- 
move the physical causes of deficiency in 
children, who are often unjustly blamed for 
being obstinate or unambitious, or mentally 
stapid. 

This same summer, too, I obtained various 
new books on mammals and birds, inelud- 
ing the publications of Spencer Baird, for 
ingtance, and made an industrious book- 
study of the subject. I did mot accomplish 
much in outdoor study beeause I did not 
get spectacles until late in dhe fall, a short 
‘tithe before I started with the rest of the 
family for a second trip to Europe. 

We were living at Dobbs Ferry, on the 
Hudson. My gun was a breech-loading 
fire double-barrel, of French manufac- 

tate. It was an excellent gun for a clumsy 
and often absent-minded boy. There was 
no spring to open it, and if the mechanism 
beeame rusty it could be opened with a 
brick without serious damage.

York. I am told that the skins are to be 
found yet in both places and in other pt- 
lic collections. I doubt whether they hae 
my original labels on them. 

With great pride the directors of the 
‘‘Roosevelt Museum,’’ consisting of myse!i 
and the two cousins aforesaid, had printc« 
u set of Roosevelt Museum labels in pink 
ink preliminary to what was regarde! as 
my adventurous trip to Egypt. This 
bird-collecting gave what was really the 
chiéf zest to my Nile journey. I was old 


enough and had read enough fo enjoy the 


temples and the desert scenery and the gen- 
eral feeling of romance; but this in time 
would have palled if I had not also had the 
serious work of collecting and preparing 
my specimens. Doubtless the family had 
their moments of: suffering—especially on 
one occasion when a well-meaning maid ex- 
tracted from my taxidermist’s outfit the 
old toothbrush with which I put on the 
skins the arsenical soap necessary for their 
preservation, partially washed it, and left 
it with the rest of my wash kit for my own 
personal use. 

| suppose that all growing bors tend to 
be grubby; but the orinthological smal! 
boy, or indeed the boy with the taste for 
natural history of any kind, is generally 
the very grubbiest of all. An added ele- 
ment in my case was the fact that while 
in Egypt I suddenly started to grow. As 
there were no tailors up the Nile, when [ 
rot back to Cairo I needed a new outfit. 
But there was one suit of clothes too good 
‘0 throw away, which kept for a 
‘‘change,’’ and which was known as my 
‘‘Smike suit,’’ because it left my wrists 
and ankles as baré as those of poor Smike 
himself. 

When we Dresden we younger 
children were left to spend the summer in 
the house of Herr Minewitz, a member of 
either the Municipal or the Saxon Govern- 
ment—I have forgotten which.

pression upon me which I| did not in the 
least define at the time, but which is very 
vivid still 40 years later. 

When I got back to America, at the age 
of 15, I began serious study to enter Har- 
vard under Mr. Arthur Cutler, who later 
founded the Cutler School in New York. 
I could not go to school because I knew 
so much less than most boys of my age in 
some subjects and so much more in others. 
In science and history and geography and 
in unexpected parts of German and French 
| was strong, but lamentably weak in Latin 
and Greek and mathematics. 

My grandfather had made his summer 
home in Oyster Bay a number of years be- 
fore, and my father now made Oyster Bay 
the summer home of his family also. Along 
with my college preparatory studies I car- 
ried on the work of a practical student of 
natural history. I worked with greater in- 
dustry than either intelligence or success, 
and made vefy few additions to the sum of 
human knowledge; but to this day certain 
obscure ornithological publications may be 
found in whieh are recorded such items as. 
for instance, that on one occasion a fish- 
crow, and on another an Ipswich sparrow, 
were obtained by one Theodore Roosevelt 
Jr. at Oyster Bay, on the shore of Long Is- 
land Sound. 

In the fall of 1876 I entered Harvard, 
graduating in 1880. I thoroughly enjoyed 
Harvard, and I am sure it did me good, 
but only in the general effect, for there was 
very little in my actual studies which 
hel@ed me in after life. More than one of 
my own sons have already profited by 
their friendship with certain of their 
masters in school or college. I certainly 
profited by. my friendship with one of my

much to the professor of English, Mr. A. S. 
Hill. 

Doubtless through my fault, I saw almost 
nothing of President Eliot and very little 
of the professors. I ought to have gained 
much more than | did gain from writing 
the themes and forensics. My failure to 
do so may have been partly due to my tak- 
ing no interest in the subjects. 

Before I left Harvard I was already writ- 
ing one or two chapters of a book I after- 
wards published on the Naval War of 1812. 
Those chapters were so dry that they would 
have made a dictionary seem light reading 
by comparison. Still, they represented 
purpose and serious interest on my part, 
not the perfunctory effort to do well 
enough to get a certain mark; and correc- 
tions of them by a skilled older man would 
have impressed me and have commanded 
my respectful attention. 

But I was not sufficiently developed to 
make myself take an intelligent interest in 
some of the subjects assigned me—the char- 
acter of the Gracchi, for instance. A very 
clever and studious lad would no doubt 
have done so, but I personally did not grow 
up to this particular subject until a good 
many years later. The frigate and sloop 
actions between the American and British 
sea-tigers of 1812 were much more within 
my grasp. I worked drearily at the Gracchi 
because I had to; my conscientious and 
much-to-be-pitied professor dragging me 
through the theme by main strength, with 
my feet firmly planted in dull and totally 
idea-proof resistance. 

I had at the time no idea of going into 
public life, and I never studied elocution or 
practiced debating. This was a loss to me 
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University. 


In one way. In another way it was not. 

Personally | have not the slightest sym- 
pathy with debating contests tn which each 
side is arbitrarily assigned a given propo- 
sition and told to maintain it without the 
least reference to whether those maintain- 
ing it believe in it or not. I know that 
under our system this is necessary for law- 
yers, but | emphatically disbelieve in it as 
regards general discussion of political, so- 
cial, and industrial matters. 

What we need is to turn out of our col- 
leges young men with ardent convictions 
on the side of the mght; not young men 
who can make a good argument for either 
right or wrong as their interest bids them. 
The present method of carrying on debates 
on such subjects as ‘‘Our Colonia) Policy,’’ 

r ‘‘The Need of a Navy,.’’ or ‘‘The Proper 
Position of the Courts in Constitutional 
Questions,’’ encourages precisely the wrong 
attitude among those who take part in 
them. There is no effort to instill sincerity 
and intensity of conviction. 

On the contrary, the net result is to make 
the contestants feel that their convictions 
have nothing to do with their arguments. 

I am sorry I did not study elocution in 
college; but I am exceedingly glad that I 
did not take part in the type of debate in 
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4 sophomore) ‘he told me’ thet if I. wished t 
to become a scientific man I could do so. 
He explained that I must be sure that I 
really intensely desired to do scientific | 
work, because if I went into it I must male 
it a serious career; that he had mace 
enough morey to enable me to take up such 
a career and do non-remunerative work of 
value if I intended to do the very best 
work there was in me; but that I must not 
dream of taking it up as a dilettante. 

He also gave me a piece of advice that | 
have always remembered, namely, that, if 
I was not going to earn money, I must 
even things up by not spending it. As he 
expressed it, I had to keep the fraetion 
constant, and if I was not able to increase 
the numerator, then I must reduce the de- 
nominator. In other words, if I went into 
a scientific career, I must definitely aban- 
don all thought of the enjoyment that 
could accompany a money-making career, 
and must find my pleasures elsewhere. 

After this conversation I fully intended 
to make science my life-work. I did not, 
for the simple reason that at that time Har- 
vard, and I suppose our other colleges, u 
terly ignored the possibilities of the faunal 
alist, the outdoor naturalist and ob- 
eer of nature. They treated biology as 
purely a science of the laboratory and the 
microscope, a science whose adherents were 
to spend their time in the study of minute 
forms of marine life, or else in section-cut- 
ting and the study of the microscope. 

The attitude was, no doubt, in part due 
to the fact that in most colleges then there 
was a not always intelligent copying of 
what was done in the great German uni- 
versities. The sound revolt against super- 
ficiality of study had been carried to an 
extreme. Thoroughness in minutiae as the 
onlv end of study had been erected into a 
fetish. 

There was a total failure to understand 
the great variety of kinds of work that 
could be done by naturalists, including 
what could be done by outdoor naturalists 
_.the kind of work which Hart Merriam 
and his assistants in the Biological Survey 
have carried to such a high degree of per- 
fection as regards North American mam- 
mals. In the entirely proper desire to be 
thorough and to avoid slipshod methods, 
the tendency was to treat as not serious, as 
unscientific, any kind of work that was not 
carried on with laborious minuteness in 


the laboratezy. 


My taste was specialized in a totally; 


different direction, and T had no more de- 
sire or ability to be a microscopist: and 
section-cutter than to be a mathematician. 
Accordingly I abandoned all thought of be- 
coming a scientist. Doubtless this meant 
that I really. did not have the intense de- 
votion to science which I thought I had; 
for, if I had possessed such devotion. | 
would have carved out a career for myself

Hen Dies at Age of Twenty-F our. 


ISSOURI, the leading poultry State in the 
M Union, must vield to Maine as the cham- 
pion of chicken longevity. Recently a 
hen at Oxford, in that State, died at the age of 24 
years. She had belonged to one family since she 
emerged from the shell in 1889, the year Benja- 
min Harrison became President of the United 
States. 

This Maine hen, therefore, lived through the 
udministration of Harrison, Cleveland, McKinley 
and Roosevelt, and almost to the end of Taft's 
term. According to an authority quoted by 4 
Maine newspaper which prints this old hen’s ob- 
ituary, “domestic poultry rarely exceed 12 or 13 
years.” Not often, of course, does a hen have the 
privilege of reaching that age, since she is killed 
and cut up for fricassee when she loses her value 
as an egg producer. 

The Maine hen veteran owes her long life to her 
popularity as a pet with the members of the fam- 
ily that owned her. They aver that she laid eggs 
until about two years ago—something like half a 
dozen a year. She was of mixed leghorn breed. 


Apple Tree! Bears 200 Bushels. 


N apple tree in the Walla Walla Valley 
Washington, holds the fruit-yield record 
It -produ¢éed nearly 200 bushels of apple: 
last season, thu8 breaking its own record of 
1261-2 boxes im 1907, the highest production, 
it. is said. from a single tree known anywheré in 
the world. This tree ore 70 boxes in 1906, 42 
boxes in 1908 and 45 »oxes in 1909. More than 
500 barrels of fruit have been picked from it 
since it came into berring in the spring of 1871. 
The tree was grown without irrigation, from a 
seedling planted in 1866. It is 42 feet in height 
and its branehes spread 57 feet from tip to tip. 
The trunk is seven feet in circumference at the 
base and measures six feet six inches just }e- 
low the first limb, which is four feet from che 
ground and measures four feet seven inches. The 
tree is sound and healthy, despite the faet that 
it has produced fruit every season for amie 
forty veark, :

HE CITY ISLANDER, a week'y news- 
paper edited entirely by women and 
devoted to the interests of City Is- 

land, N. Y., hae its firrt issue recently. 
Mrs. Henry Cozzens Appleton of Netelppa 
Lodge, City Island, will Le the _ editor-in- 
chief and publisher. She is the wife of the 
president of the City Island Board of Trade, 
who is a cousin of D. Appleton, the publisher. 

The publication is the only one conducted by 
women alone which is not devoted to the cause 
of woman’s suffrage, she asserts. As soon as is 
practicable, Mrs. Appleton says she will erect a 
$40,000 newspaper plant and icsue a daily news- 
paper. 

“For some time I have realized that City 
Island needed some sort of spokesman.” Mrs. 
Appleton explains, “and so I determined to get 
out a newspaper. 

“Mrs. Apppleton said the entire staff of the 
paper would be women. “Il am going to be the 
editor-in-chief and I hcve u oder -onsidearation 
now women for the offices of business manager, 
advertising manager, local editor, Society editor 
and reporters,” she said. ‘Miss Helen Pell, Miss 
Frieda Springer and Miss Marian Cochrane, all 
of whom are prominent socially on the island, 
will probably become members of the staff.” 

“IT am having great difficulty in getting a 
woman sporting editor,’’ Mrs. Appleton contin- 
ned. “There are always two baseball teams on 
City Island and everybody is an ardent supporter 
of one or the other team. Consequently, while 
there are many young women available for the 
position, it is going to be difficult indeed to get 
one who will give a non-partisan account of a 
game between the two local clubs. I have about 
decided to have shifting sporting writers; that is, 
let the sisters of players on the teams take turns 
about in reporting the game.
